Examiner has reviewed all of the record and believes the rejections of claims 2,4-13,15,17-26,28,30-39 and 41-44 are proper. 



Applicant contends that Bertin's "filters" are not based on network addresses. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. As shown in the 
rejection, Bertin manages the nodes of the system, and access to the system bandwidth by those nodes, by assigning addresses to the 
nodes. Therefore, the bandwidth reservations (filters) used in Bertin are installed at a node based on an address of that node. While the 
use of a range of addresses is not explicitly shown in Bertin, as stated by the Applicant, the disclosure of Schneider has been relied upon 
to meet this limitation. 

Applicant contends that no motivation exists to combine Schneider with Bertin, due to Bertin's lack of disclosing the use of addresses 
when installing filters. Because it has been shown above that Bertin does, in fact, utilize addresses when installing "filters", the 
combination of Schneider and Bertin would be possible and obvious, since Schneider's use of allowing filters to be applied to a range of 
addresses would enable Bertin to reduce the amount of filters required at each transit node through the network. 
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
